Though Temperature in Eskimo Village Was 
65, Water Was Only 36— Expedition 
Headed for Cape Harrigan.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—Un- 


precedented ice floes along the 
Labrador coast were reported to 
the National Geographic Society 


yesterday as likely to place un- 
expected difficulties in the pata of 
the MacMillan Arctic expedition. 
This report, however, differed 
somewhat from messages to the 
Navy Department, which indica‘ed 
that much less ice than usual for 
this time of the year was found in 
the vicinity of Hopedale Harbor, 
from which the expedition depart- 
ed at 2:30. yesterday morning. 

A radio massage received by the 


reported the departure and added: 
We spent the day behind Cape 
Harnigan, passing through Windy 
Tickle. Commander MacMillan 
and Engineer Jaynes went to Jack 
Lane’s to get supplies cached there 
on return from last expedition. 

“Conditions today outside Cape 
Harnigan seem excellent but a sea 
breeze is blowing ice toward our 
path to the north. Reinartz shot 
the first seal. Important scientific 
specimens are being secured. All 
well. Mac Millan.“ 4 

Cape Harrigan, 400 miles north 
of Newfoundland, was named by 
Commander MacMillan in the mes- 
sage as the point for which he 
would head after leaving Hopedale, 
and from there he planned to push 
200 miles further north to Cape 
Mugford. 

His message gave a rather de- 
tailed narrative of how members 
of the expedition spent their time 
in the little Eskimo village of 
Hopedale. The mercury there was 
said to have climbed to a “balmy 
temperature of $5 degrees which 
afforded a “striking contrast to 
the fields of ice through which we 
were forcing our way two days 
ago and the fact that even now 
with the aid of a powerful tele- 
scope as far as the eye can see 
north, the waters inside of the

Despite the temperature, the 
water warmed to-only 36 degrees, 
the message said, relating that 
“misled by the balmy air it was 
decided to test the alleged buoy- 
ancy of a new type of aviation suit 
supposed to act as a life preserver 
as well as being a warm regulation 
cold weather aviation coverall— 
the suit was buoyant.”

SEVEN TO NINE YEAR 
“PRISON TERM FOR PONZI 


Boston Judge Declares Promoter Is 
“Common and Notorious 


Thief.”

BOSTON, July 11.—Charles 


Ponzi, who on Feb. 26 was found 
guilty on four indictments charg- 
ing larceny from investors in his 
international postal reply coupon 
enterprise in 1920, today was ad- 
judged by Superior Court Judge 
Sisk to be “a common and notori- 
ous thief,“ and sentenced to State's 
prison for a term of seven to nine 
years. 

A stay of sentence was granted 
to enable Ponzi to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

Ponzi, after the collapse of his 
“get rich quick” scheme in 1920, 
was arrested by Federal authori- 
ties for illegal use of the mails and 
served four years in Plymouth jall. 
On hsi release he was tried three 
times in the State Court. The 
first trial resulted in acquittal, the 
second trial in disagreement of the 
jury, and the third in vonviction. 
The sentence today was based on 
the verdict in the third trial.

Chief Gerk Notifies Society of 
Police Board’s Intention 
to Bar Drawings. 


Chief of Police Gerk has noti- 
fied the St. Louis Tuberculosis So-

service owner, on the night of July 
1. 
Last night, Sergeant Hurley and

servation Squad. Knapp was just 
one jump ahead of them. 

His apprehension was looked for 
hourly unless he should choose 
suicide in preference to arrest and 
trial. He presumably still has 
with him the Colt’s 45 automatic 
with which Panella was killed. 

Knapp, if his plans had not gone 
awry through the small matter of 
kot which it is supposed he ne- 
glected to bury along with the rest 
of Panella would now te bound

Murder of Taxi Driver. 

He would be himself Louis Pan- 
ella so far as the casual world 
knew, and Phillip Knapp, former 
student at Cornell and Columbia, 
army deserter and errant son of a 
well-to-do, respected family of 
Syracuse, would be numbered 
among the missing. 

But that unburied foot was his 
downfall, according to the police 
and Assistart District Attorney El- 
vin N. Edwards of Nassau. 

Panella, one of the best liked 
taxicab operators of his town, with 
a wife and two young children, was 
last seen in Hempstead just after 
midnight on the morning of July 1. 

That was a Wednesday. As 
Thursday and Friday passed with 
no word of him. his family became 
alarmed and began hunting for 
him. On the afternoon of Satur- 
day, July 4, three of the missing 
man's friends were wandering over 
the ruins of what had been the base 
hospital at Camp Mills, east of the 
Mineola Fairgrounds. All that is 
left there now is heaps of plaster 
board bristling with metal lathing. 

From under a pile of debris they 
saw a foot sticking out and sum- 
moned the police. It took two men 
to move some of the slabs of 
broken wall. But when the ground 
was cleared, in a shallow depres- 
sion in the ground, they found the 
body of Panella. A few days more 
of hot weather and it would have 
been beyond identification, for 
mortification had set in and every 
scrap of documentary evidence had 
been removed from the clothing. 

TAcense and Letters Gone. 

Panella's licenses as car owner 
and.car driver, his letters of identi- 
fication, his taxicab chauffeur’s 
badge also were all gone. Also the 
cash he had had in his pockets, 
supposedly amounting to $70. And 
in the nape of his neck a little to 
the left side, was a single hole 
made by a heavy bullet. Powder 
marks showed that some one had 
pressed a muzzle against the flesh 
and puiled the trigger.

BY MAYOR MILLE 


Chiefly Ordinances for Creat- 
ing Tax Districts for Street 
Improvements. 


Mayor Miller has signed 180 or- 
dinances passed by the Board of 
Aldermen, during the last few days, 
and today forwarded them to the 
City Register. They are chiefly 
ordinances creating taxing districts 
for street and alley improvements. 
Among the more important ones 
are: 

One prohibiting issuance of per- 
mits for filling stations, garages 
and other nuisances on Lindell 
boulevard: one authorizing the City 
Plan Commigsion to act as the Zon- 
ing Commission; one appropriating 
$950,000 of bond-issue funds for 
the municipal service building, on 
the old Four Courts lot, which was 
in controversy for a long time; one 


establishing terminals for out-of- 


town busses on the Morgan street 
side of Union Market and the 
Fourth street side of the court- 
house: one forcing service car 
drivers to furnish $10,000 liability 
bonds; one putting the Sheriff on 
a salary basis and fixing the pay of 
his deputies. 

The Mayor vetoed an ordinance 
appropriating $2500 to pay the To- 
bin Real Estate Co. for moving a 
building it has erected at the north- 
east corner of Thirteenth street 
and Lucas avenue back five feet, 
since it projects onto the street as 
laid out, and which is to be wid- 
ened.

Smallness of Dock at Chouteau 
Avenue Prevents Utilization 
of Equipment. 


Four tractors and 22 trailers, 
purchased last year by the city at 
a cost of $49,381.16, for intended 
use in hauling garbage, have stood 
idle since they were delivered sev- 
eral months ago because the pres- 
ent dumping platform at the foot 
of Chouteau avenue is not large 
eneugh for them to be put in use. 

This became known yesterday 
in a discussion by members of 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment following authorization 
of the expenditure of $6000 for 
purchase of mules to be used in 
hauling garbage. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks estimates that it will cost 
about $37,000 to rebuild the pres- 
ent dumping platform so that the 
motorized equipment can be used. 
He said, however, that he is ne- 
gotiating for the purchase of an- 
other dock where an expenditure 
of $6000 will enable the city to 
use the idle equipment. 

The trucks were delivered Sept. 
17, 1924; 10 of the trailers were 


/ delivered Jan. 13 last, and the oth- 


ers March 23. 

Under the city’s plan to motorize 
the garbage collection unit, each 
of the tractors would pull four 
trailers from residential sections 
to the dumping platform. In the 
various districts the garbage would 
be collected ag it is at present and 
then dumped into the trailers. 

Comptroller Nolte remarked 
that he was thankful he had op- 
rosed a recommendation of For- 
mer Director of Streets and Sew- 
ers Fisk that $100,000 be appro- 
priated to motorize the garbage 
collection unit. Through the 
Comptroller’s efforts the original 
appropriation for this purpose was 
reduced to $50,000. 


MEXICAN CONSUL RESIGNS; 


WILL RETURN TO HIS HOME 


Gen. Alfredo Serratos, Nine Years 
in U. S., Refused to Heed 
Plea ta Stay Here. 

Gen. Alfredo Serratos, Mexican 
Consul in St. Louis since January, 
1924, has resigned and plans to re- 
turn to Mexico City within a 
month’s time to make his home. 

“I have been in America nine 
years,” he said. “My daughters, 
who came here very young, have 
almost forgetten their native 
tongue. I am returning to 
that they may enter school and 
educated in the tradition of the 
country, and because my mother, 
who is very old, wants their com- 
pany and mine before she dies.

TRADE UNION CONGRESS 
SUPPORTS BRITISH MINERS. 


Indorses Refusal to Meet Owncrs 
Until Wage Cut Plan Is 
Withdrawn. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 11.—The general 
council of the Trades Union Con- 
gress today issued a manifesto in- 
dorsing the refusal of the miners’ 
federation to meet mine owners 
until the owners’ proposals calling 
for lower wages and a longer work- 
ing day are withdrawn. The con- 
gress pledged assistance to the 
miners in every way. 

The refusal of the miners to meet 
the operators until the proposals 
are withdrawn virtually ends the 
efforts toward: mediation that have 
been conducted by the First Lord 
of the Aamiralty, W. C. Bridgeman.. 
The Baldwin government is expect- 
ed to begin an inquiry into the 
whole question of the mining dis- 
pute. 

The manifesto issued by the 
Trades Union Congress today de- 
clared the action of the mine own- 
ers’ organization in giving notice to 
terminate the present agreement 
with the wrokers was responsible 
for the present crisis in the British 
coal industry. 


PRIMITIVE HUMAN SKULL 
_ UNEARTHED IN PALESTINE 


It Closely Resembles the Neander- 
thal Type of Europe, Not Pre- 


viously Found in Asia. 
By the Associated Press. 


JERUSALEM, July 11 (Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency).—In a «ave 
at Tabgha, near Tiberias, a primi- 
tive human skull has been un- 
earthed among Mousterian (flint 
deposits. 

The skull, discovered by a Bri<- 
ish archeologist and Oxford stu- 
dent named Turville-Petre, is chir- 
acterized by a prodigious develop- 
ment of the supra-orbital promi- 
nences and depressed forehead, as 
in the chimpanzee. It conforms 
closely with the Neanderthal tyve 
found in Europe, but not previous- 
ly found on the continent of Asia. 

Prof. Garstand, director of the 
British School of Archeology, J2- 
rusalem, who witnessed the discov- 
ery, confirmed its scientific value. 


COLOMBIA CLAIMS TERRITORY 


Asserts Possession of East Coast of 
Nicaragua. 


B he Associated Press. 
y MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 11. 


—Considerable feeling has been 
aroused here by Colombia’s claim 
to the east coast of Nicaragua and 
the Corn Islands. 


There has been no previous inti- 
mation of a claim by Colombia, as 
outlined in this dispatch. The two 
countries are separated by Costa 
Rica and Panama. 

Nicaragua recently sent a note to 
the Colombian Government insist- 
ing that the islands of San Andres, 
Proviensia and Canta Catalina in 
the Caribbean Sea, now occupied 
by Colombia, are Nicaraguan pos- 
sessions.’ Great Corn and. Little 
Corn islands lie closer to the Nica- 
raguan shore, being roughly 70 
miles off the coast and 280 miles 
northwest of the Atlantic entrance 
to the Panama Canal.

000 the homes of his father, John 
D. Rockefeller, at Pocantico Hills, 


Westchester County, at Daytona, 
Fla.; Lakewood, N. J., and No. 4 
West Fifty-fourth street, New 


Rockefeller has announced. 

A deed was filed in the office of 
County Registrar Montrose at 
White Plains yesterday transfer- 
ring to John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
his father’s 2300-acre place at Po- 
eantico Hilts. 

The consideration in the case of 
each transfer, this spokesman de- 
clared, was in excess of the tax 
valuation. The Pocantico Hiils 
property is assessed at $1,600,000. 
The consideration paid was $1,733,- 
500. 

A friend of the Rockefellers ex- 
plained that the elder Rockefeller, 
burdenéd by years, did not wish to 
continue the task of looking after 
his magnificent homes. He will, 
however, continue to use them. 

The actual value of the Pocan- 
tico Hills property is said to be 
about $3,000,000. The elder Rock- 
efeller paid close to $500,000 for 
the first 500 acres. He has ex- 
panded that to its present dimen- 
sions by purchasing farms, cot- 
tages and villages, and has built 
upon the property a magnificent 
home for himself, a home for his 
son, John D. Jr., and has expended 


immense sums to beautify the 
property. 
The younger Rockefeller’s 


spokesman last night denied re- 
ports that the transfer of the Po- 
cantico Hills property was a gift 
to avoid payment of heavy in- 
heritance taxes. If the property 
had been obtained by will, the 
younger Rockefeller would have 
had to pay a 40 per cent Federal 
and a 4 per cent New York State 
inheritance tax on the value of the 
Pocantico Hills property and on 
the town house here, and the 40 
per cent Federal tax, plus any 
State inheritance taxes, which 
might apply to the home in New 
Jersey. There is no inheritance 
tax in Florida.

THE LAWLESS ROCKEFELLER. 

John D. Rockefeller has sold his four homes to his 
son. His publicity man, Ivy L. Lee, hastens to assure 
the public that this sale was not made to evade the 
Federal inheritance tax, as was intimated in the first 
reports. Whatever the purpose, the transaction has 
evaded the inheritance tax, also the gift tax which, 
according to official] estimate, would have amounted 
to “several hundred thousand dollars.” 

This act of the senior Rockefeller is in line with 
a policy he has followed for a number of years. By 
far the greater part of his immense fortune has al- 
ready been handed down to his son. The public atti- 
tude towards this practice of our country’s wealthiest 
citizen can only be surmised. It is a fair presump- 
tion, we believe, that public opinion does not censure 
this systematic flouting of that law. The reason is 
plain. Here is a law which, thoroughly righteous in 
principle, has been made hateful by the overreaching 
greed of Government. 

There is an object lesson here that ought not to be 
lost on our lawmakers. It illustrates forcibly the 
impracticability of injustice even when perpetrated 
in the name of law. Tyranny, even though it have 
the sanction of law, is obnoxious to any self-respect- 
ing people. That is true of moral tyranny as it 
is of material tyranny. There is a limit in its re 
quirements and exactions beyond which the law can- 
not prudently go. 

It is true, of course, that the Rockefellers, senior 
and junior, have forfeited any claim to public sym- 
pathy for the burdens imposed upon their wealth by 
the law. They have both of them supported legal 
tyranny with their pocketbooks and their preach- 
ments. The junior Rockefeller has been conspicu- 
ously ardent in urging upon the people the solemn 
duty of obeying certain laws which he happens per 
sonally to approve of. He has joined in many im- 
pressive memorials to the public decrying the wide 
disregard for these laws and predicting the ruin 
that awaits us if once the notion prevails that we can 
choose the laws we wish to obey and violate those 
we dislike. 

That is precisely what the Rockefellers are them- 
selves doing. There is no essential difference between 
evading a law and violating a law. When the Rocke 
kellers evade the inheritance-tax law they violate that 
law. They are full-fledged members of the fraternity 
of lawbfeakers. They may deny such fellowship in 
terms of shopworn sophistry, but such denial does 
not alter the truth. 

Laws must be servants of justice. They must com- 


Such laws and only such 
laws are enforceable in a free government.

The Judge announced he would 
hand down a decision Monday and | 


incidentally remarked that it ap- 
peared to him that if Grimm had 
not been married again after the 
death of hig first wife, who was 
Miss Treffler's sister, he would not 
be involved in the legal trouble 
that subsequently came. Thies con- 
sisted of his recent arrest on a 
charge of kidnaping his foster 
child from the home of his former 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Caroline Tref- 
fler, and an information filed by a 
man who said he was a business 
friend of the Trefflers in which 
he charged Grimm with being of 
unsound mind. 8 

Judge Holtcamp on Thursday 
instructed a jury to find a verdict 
that Grimm was of sound mind, 
stating there was no testimony to 
support the charge. 

After the death of Grimm's first 
wife in February, 1922, he went to 
live at the Treffler home, taking 
Virginia with him. He was re- 
married last January, after which 
Mis Treffler succeeded in being 
appointed guardian for the child, 
whom Grimm and his first wife 
had obtained from St. Ann’s Foun- 
dling Home. The child is now 
with the Trefflers. Last April 
Grimm disguised himself with a 
red wig and false whiskers and 
took the child away from the Tref- 
fler home, but he returned her 
after the kidnaping charge was 
Placed against him.

The trunk which 
you speak of was, no doubt, made 
by Carlton Coolidge, who was a 
saddier at Windsor, Vermont, and 
was Governor of the State. He is 
of my family as all the Coolidges 
of this country are, but not a very 
close Coolidge. The original set- 
tler came here in 1630 s0 that 
there have been nine or 10 gen- 
erations, which leaves some of us 
quite remote from others in family 
ties. I will value the trunk not 
only because of the name that is 
associated with it, but because it 
was made by a Governor ef my 
native State.

Rich Chocolate Sauce. 

Boil together for five minutes 
one and a half cups of boiling 
water and half a cup of sugar. 
Mix six tablespoons of grated bit- 
ter chocolate with one and one- 
half teaspoons of cornstarch and 
half a cup of cream, and gradually 
add the hot syrup to it. Mix thor- 
oughly; season with a quarter of a 
teaspoon of salt and cook, stirring 
constantly for three minutes, Re- 
move from the fire and flavor with 
half a teaspoon of vanilla extract. 
Or leave out vanilla. The bitter 
chocolate and mint are delicious 
together. 

Candied mint leaves are a de- 
lightful confection and most suit- 
able as a garnish for iced drinks, 
frozen desserts and fruit cocktails. 
Wipe fresh mint leaves, remove 
from stems and with a tiny camel's 
hair brush coat both sides with 
egg white. To one-third cup of 
granulated sugar add five drops of 
oil of spearmint. Dip each side of 
the mint leaves into the sugar. 
Place close together on a cake 
rack covered with a sheet of waxed 
paper and let stand in a warm 
place until dry.
